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HOUSING 


It  is  interesting  to  note  that  during  i960  the  Council 
made  three  Demolition  Orders  and  six  Closing  Orders.  Nine 
houses  were  actually  demolished  which  included  some  from 
Demolition  Orders  made  during  1959,  Pour  families  were 
re-housed  by  the  Council  and  one  family  re-housed  themselves 
during  the  year. 

Two  applications  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  were 
received  during  i960.  One  was  refused  and  an  undertaking 
to  carry  out  work  was  received  from  the  remaining  owner, 

DRAINAGE 

The  subsidiary  sewers  were  completed  by  the  end  of  1959 
and  it  is  hoped  that  the  encouraging  start  which  has  been 
made  on  the  conversion  of  vaults  and  pail  closets  will  be 
continued. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

Extensions  to  the  water  mains  were  completed  during 

1959  and  where  mains  have  been  laid  many  new  connections 
have  been  made  to  properties. 

The  following  is  the  information  requested  by  the 
Minis try: - 

(1)  Whether  the  water  supply  of  the  area  and  of  its 
parts  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity. 
Yes. 

(2)  Where  there  is  a  piped  supply,  whether  bacteriological 
examinations  have  been  made  of  the  raw  water,  and 

the  results  of  any  analysis. 

No  samples  were  taken  during  the  year,  but  the  water 
is  known  to  be  examjined  at  regular  intervals  by  the 
Water  Board, 

(3)  The  position  as  to  contamination  by  lead. 

The  water  is  hard  and  has  no  plumbo  solvent  action. 

(4)  Action  as  to  contamination. 

There  has  been  no  evidence  of  contamination  during 
the  year. 

(5)  Particulars  of  the  proportion  of  dwelling  houses  and 
the  proportion  of  population  supplied  from  the  public 
water  mains , 

(a)  direct  to  house  -  88^.  (b)  by  means  of  stand 
pipes  -  10^. 

CARAVAIT  SITES  AND  CQFfROL  OF  DEVSLOPIffiNT  ACT,  I960 

The  above  Act  brought  into  force,  as  from  29th  August, 

1960  a  new  licensing  system  for  caravans.  Site  licences  are 
issued  by  each  local  authority  only  after  planning  permission 
has  been  obtained  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  two  site  licences 
had  been  issued  under  the  above  Act.  Seventeen  other  licences 
had  been  issued  prior  to  the  coming  into  operation  of  the  new 
Act  and  these  will  be  renewed  as  and  when  they  require  a  renewal 
of  their  planning  permission.  In  conjunction  v^ith  other  Local 
Authorities  in  the  Isle  of  Ely  conditions  are  attached  to  all 
site  licences  for  securing  satisfactory  facilities  in  relation 
to  sanitary  accommodation,  fire  and  other  matters, 

RAG  FLOCK  ACT,  1951

MEAT  AND  FOOD  INSPECTION 
Slaughterhouses  Act,  1958 

The  above  Act  required  each  Local  Authority  to  review, 

local  organisations  the  existing  and 

their  district  for  slaughterhouse 
facilities  and  the  slaughterhouse  facilities  which  are,  or  are 
likely  to  become,  available  to  meet  those  requirements. 
Accordingly  a  report  was  submitted  to  the  Ministry  in  which  it 
was  recommended  that  1st  January,  1962  be  the  appointed  date 
on  which  the  new  construction  regulations  would  apply  to  the 
Urban  District  of  March  and  this  date  has  now  been  accepted. 

Four  slaughterhouses  (including  one  new  set  of  premises) 

licensed  during  i960  but  by  the  31st  December,  i960  one 
slaughterhouse  owner  had  ceased  slaughtering. 

The  number  of  animals  killed  during  the  year  at  the  four 
slaughterhouses  is  as  follows,*-  9  cows,  9  calves,  790  other 

sheep,  3264  pigs  and  21  goats  giving  a  total  of 
2l.sQ>  which  was  slightly  below  the  1959  total  of  5657.  In 
order  to  inspect  these  animals  a  total  of  895  visits  was 
required  to  the  four  slaughterhouses  and  this  figure  includes 
110  evening  and  week-end  visits. 

Mention  must  be  made  here  of  the  consideration  received 
from  the  slaughtermen  and  butchers  whose  co-operation  does 
facilitate  the  easier  working  of  a  system  of  meat  inspection.

The  Minister  requests  that  reports  of  previous  years

Twenty-three  samples  of  ice  cream  were  taken  during  the 
year  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service, 
Cambridge.  The  provisional  grading  of  samples  was  as 
follows

It  will  be  observed  that  965^  of  these  samples  were 
classified  Grade  1.  At  the  end  of  the  year  37  shops 
were  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream.  There  is 
one  manufacturer  in  the  area. 

No  samples  of  iced  lollies  were  taken  during  i960. 

(8)  reference  to  the  Pood  Hygiene  Regulations,  i960. 

Some  143  food  premises  (including  shops,  slaughterhouses 
and  licensed  premises)  were  inspected  during  i960  for 
compliance  with  the  above  Regulations. 


PETRQLEm^  (REGULATIONS  ACTS,  1928  and  1936 

Under  the  above  Acts  56  licences  were  issued  for  the 
storage  of  Petroleum  Spirit  and  2  for  the  storage  of  Calcium 
Carbide.  All  these  premises  were  visited  and  generally  found 
to  be  in  compliance  with  the  Acts.  Verbal  notices  were  given 
where  contraventions  occurred. 
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In  conclusion,  I  should  like  to  take  the  opportunity 
of  thanking  the  Members  of  the  Council  and  my  colleagues 
on  the  Staff  for  their  helpful  co-operation.
